Better reprimanded by Bond

Dean of Students Norman Better has had a letter of rep- 
rimand placed in his personnel file by CSUS President James 
Bond for his role in handling a controversial student dis 

pine case last Spring. The action was a result of a 
ccommendation made by a campus - wide committee 
charged by Bond to investigate the matter 

The long - awaited report of the Ad Hoc ( ommuittee On 
student Discipline and Academic Standards released Fri 
lay by Bond, called Better’s actions in the case “ad 
minmistratively expedient ” 

The case, which has generated national! publicity, began 
alter the discovery of two allegedly forged grade - change 

ms The report states that. “In accordance with the 
grievance procedure in force, the student waived a hearing 
and accepted a sanction. The sanction approved by the 
president was probation which was immediately suspended ”

Reterring to the March 25. 1977 Facuhy Senate * Report 
on Forgery Cases — Outstanding Senior Award.” the com- 
mittee stated the report placed the Faculty Senate “in serious 
legal jeopardy should the concerned student exercise her

Faculty Senate Chair Erwin Kelly said Monday that the 
faculty ts “incensed” by the report. calling it “an attack on the 
faculty.” Kelly placed tne blame for the faculty response in 
the case squarely on President Bond

available in Italy. Neither is education 
available for everybody as it is here 
When she completes her education 
Ghebbor plans to return to Italy to 
teach and to work in a museum. “Job 
opportunities have changed and I can 
now compete equally with men in 
Italy.” she said 

American men are gentlemen and 
have more respect for women than do 
Itaha@n men,” she said “Although 
American men are not as flattering or 
don't make with the flowery words. 
they are more open than Italians, and 
they aren't so heavy with the BS, and 
they don't pinch.” 

Ghebbor equates the Golden Gate 
Bridge to the Statue of | iberty 
Sometimes | get homesick for the 
bridge Have you ever seen it when the 
fog rolls in? The changing scene is ma- 
jestic, and the setting is extremely

“I like to go to Ghirardelli Square, 
drink coffee and pretend I'm in St 
Marks Square in Venice. Fantastic!” 
she exclaimed 

“I would recommend that alli 
Americans go to Italy and take in the 
history, the art, the music and color of 
my country. You will find Italians to 
be friendly, emotiona! people, and you 


will find two different societies, urban 
and country.” 

Ghebbor feels that Italian students 
at home are going through revolts and 
rebellions similar to those in the 
United States in the 1960's “The 
young are into drugs and the hippie 
movement ts taking hold.” 

She is surprised that at age 18 in 
this country, young people are at 
liberty to choose. “In Italy a person, 
male or female, doesn't leave home 
until they are married.” 

Ghebbor is fluent in French. can 
communicate in Spanish . and has 
learned English since she came here 
She has relatives in San Rafael. She 
admits to breaking 100 once ina while 
in bowling. She also like the sense of 
humor shown by the people in this 
country 

Two things bring Paul Swart, 22.

The ASI Board of Justice (BOI) 
vesterday to hear a petition filed 


by ASI President Dave Ferris. Patt

“No public official at any level of 
State or local government shall make 
Participate in making or in any way 
attempt to use his official position to 
influence a governmental decision in 
which he knows or has reason to k now 
he has a financial interest." — Conflict 
of Interest Code, Political Reform Act 
of 1974 


Almost 70 administrative per 
sonnel at CSUS. trom the college 
President to the assistant director of 
Plant Operations will he disclosing 
their real property investment 
interests and pers. ra! income as re- 
quired by state law. When the 
Proposed California State University 
and Colleges (CSUC) conflict of 
interest code is approved. each of 
these people must file statements 
which will also include local disclosure 
Categories varying from interests in 
property located on campus to con- 
tractual agreements made with the 
campus 

President Bond and his executive 
assistant Greg Thatch along with Ron 
Wewht. the vice president for ad 


ministration and business must res- 
pond to seven categories in addition to 
the initial mandatory disclosure 
Statement. The remaining designated 
administrators will be asked to dis 
Close in as few as one category 

The most common disclosure 
ategory covers investments or in 
come from any business entity that 
within the past two vears has con- 
tracted or may contract to provide 
supplies and materials to the campus 

Ihe contents of disclosu 
Statements cover three time spans 

The first is the initial statement 
which includes interests in rea! 
Property and investments in any 
bt siness entity 

An annual statement must i 
information on personal income ar 
reports of property and investments 

A third report to be filed “on leas 
ing office” must contain listings of all 
interest and income earned since the 
tiling of the last statemen 

Enforcement of the law primarily 
hes with campus officials If any 
designated emplovee has a conflict as 
outlined by the code. he or she must 
disquahfy themselves from making

Americans will struggle — for 
economic rights in the future, just as 
they have struggkd for political nights, 
said Lom Hayden, tormer Democratic 
Senate hopetul 

Hayden. who has been a con- 
troversial tigure since the early Sixties. 
delivered his talk on “The Meaning of 
Economie Democracy” to more than 
300 members of the Pacific 
Sociological Association on April 21 
The association was gathered at the 
Senator Hotel for a four -dav conven- 
tion 

“The idea of democracy has been 
most successtully delended and 
achieved within the political arena.” 
said Hayden. “The question is how to 
carry democratic rights won in the 
political arena over to the economic 
arena.” 

Hayden 1s currently working in 
what he calls a campaign for economic 
democracy. This is a grass - roots 
reform movement which seeks to 
achieve economic rights for the in- 
dividual 

In the past 30 years U.S. banks and 
corpogations have become global 
They are no longer under the control 
of the American worker or consumer, 
but are outside of the law and democ- 
racy, Hayden said 

“We have a monopolistic economy 
which ts totally incompatible with full 
employment, with equal opportunity, 
with preservation of the environment 
and with world peace,” said Hayden 
“We have to choose either to live 
under the domination of a privately 
controlled empire or to extend democ- 
racy.” 

People no longer look at US 
economic activities with the blind 
loyalty they once had, he said. They 
see the failure of regulatory and anti - 
trust Measures to control the cor-

porate world and the loss of control 
over their own economic fives 

“A lot of people have awakened to 
a@ way of thinking they didn't have 
before.” he said. “We are living in a 
different kind of reality. Many ot the 
issues Of the past have to be 
redefined.” 

Concern about the individual's loss 
of economie control will be seen in the 
formation of consumer action groups, 
cooperatives. environmental 
organizations and more militant labor 
groups, Hayden said. The number of 
these groups will continue to increase 
as people struggle for some economic 
control over their lives 

Economic democra is neither 
capitalism nor socialism in the 
traditional sense. Capitalism has 
failed for SO years to solve this 
problem and socialism could not bring 
any changes in the near future 
Economic democracy will deal with 
the problem now by giving the people 
some power inthe economic decision -
